therefor,  or  take  any  action  thereon." 

Moved  by  Mr.  Percival  D.  Whipple  and  seconded :  That  the  Town  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  be  expended  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
by  purchase  from  Emily  P.  Mandell  of  Hamilton,  a  certain  parcel  of  land  with 
the  buildings  thereon,  situated  on  the  westerly  side  of  Bridge  Street,  in  feaid 
Hamilton,  and  adjoining  the  pumping  station  premises  of  the  Hamilton  town

The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  submit  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31, 1944. 

Dental  Clinic 

When  the  duties  of  the  Dental  Clinic  were  assumed  by  the  Board  of  Health 
in  October  1943,  one  request  was  made;  namely,  that  the  co-operation  of  the 
parents  was  earnestly  requested. 

Your  Board  is  pleased  to  announce  that  this  co-operation  was  cheerfully 
given,  and  that  the  success  of  its  first  full  year  was  beyond  expectations. 

Approximately  150  pupils  in  the  first  six  grades  of  school  had  702  operations 
performed  on  their  teeth.  The  importance  of  this  work  if  it  is  kept  up,  will  pay 
large  dividends  in  later  life.  Our  youngsters  are  very  fortunate  in  receiving 
such  expert  dental  care. 

Your  Board  is  deeply  appreciative  of  the  personal  interest  and  efficient  man- 
ner in  which  Dr.  John  King  and  Miss  Julia  Burns  (school  nurse)  performed 
their  duties. 

A  financial  report  will  appear  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

Garbage  and  Rubbish  Contracts 

On  April  10th  a  contract  for  the  removal  of  rubbish  was  awarded  to  Mr. 
Frank  Maione  at  a  cost  of  $1,440.  As  usual  the  terms  of  the  contract  have  been 
carried  out  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 

The  same  cannot  be  said  regarding  the  collection  of  garbage.  In  1942  your 
Board  made  a  two-year  contract  instead  of  the  customary  annual  one.  While 
the  cost  to  the  town  was  low  it  only  proves  that  the  lowest  bid  is  not  necessarily 
the  one  to  accept.  Last  August  your  Board  cancelled  the  contract,  and  made  a 
new  one  for  the  balance  of  the  year  with  Mr.  Arthur  Cork  of  Wenham,  who  has 
done  a  splendid  job.  Mr.  Frank  Maione  though  unable  to  enter  a  contract  was 
most  helpful  in  making  emergency  collections. 

Your  Board  regrets  the  annoyance  and  inconvenience  which  it  caused  the 
residents,  and  are  appreciative  of  their  tolerance  during  that  trying  period.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hamilton : 

Requests  for  aid  through  the  Public  Welfare  Department  is  largely  dependent 
upon  economic  conditions.  When  times  are  good,  employment  plentiful  such 
requests  are  usually  less  than  when  conditions  are  the  opposite.  In  addition  to 
straight  welfare  aid,  we  do  administer  under  this  department  the  old  age 
assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children. 

This  past  year  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  old  age 
assistance  cases,  while  aid  to  dependent  children  has  remained  about  the  same. 
We  do  warn,  however,  that  there  is  no  way  to  estimate  exactly  just  what  the 
situation  is  going  to  be  over  a  period  a  year  ahead  so  we  deem  it  necessary  to 
allow  a  little  more  than  was  spent  the  year  previous  to  take  care  of  unforeseen 
cases.  The  coming  year  we  are  reducing  our  budget  for  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  by  $500,  and  the  Old  Age  Assistance  by  $1000,  estimating  that  con- 
ditions will  not  change  too  much  during  1945. 

During  the  year  we  reduced  the  full  time  status  of  our  Agent  to  part-time 
work  on  an  hourly  basis. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  persons  who  have  assisted  us  in  any  way  in  the 
administration  of  assistance  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR  OF  HIGHWAYS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hamilton : 

The  following"  report  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1944  is  respectfully  submitted. 

As  high  grade  asphalt  is  still  only  available  in  a  limited  quantity  the  pro- 
gram of  resurfacing  the  Town  Highways  was  again  carried  along  on  a  re- 
stricted schedule.  However  the  Highway  Department  was  able  to  secure  ap- 
proximately 14,000  gallons  and  this  was  applied  to  the  streets  where  it  was 
most  needed.  About  2,000  gallons  of  asphalt  mixed  with  sand  and  pea-stone 
was  used  in  patching  holes  and  shoulders. 

The  usual  routine  of  patching  and  scraping  gravel  roads  and  making  re- 
pairs on  guard  rails  was  carried  out. 

Drains  and  catch-basins  were  kept  in  order  by  periodical  cleanings. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Town  Officials, 
all  other  departments  and  to  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  co-operation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HAMILTON  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC 

SAFETY 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hamilton : 

The  Hamilton  Committee  on  Public  Safety  herewith  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1944. 

As  might  be  expected,  last  year  was  marked  by  a  further  decrease  in  all 
phases  of  Civilian  Defense  activities.  Allied  victories  caused  many  people  to  think 
that  the  European  struggle  would  be  concluded  during  the  past  year.  Although 
that  end  has  not  yet  been  realized,  it  appears  to  be  just  a  question  of  time  before 
Germany  is  faced  with  not  only  a  military  but  economic  collapse.  As  a  result,  the 
threat  of  our  being  attacked  has  practically  disappeared. 

In  accordance  with  previous  announcements,  Civilian  Defense  is  now  on  a 
"stand-by"  basis.  Its  activities  are  suspended  but  not  disbanded  or  discon- 
tinued. Its  organization,  although  inactive,  remains  unaltered  and  if  an  emer- 
gency arises,  its  various  units  and  services  are  on  call  and  ready  for  action  when 
mobilized. 

Let  us  hope  that  the  day  will  soon  come  when  we  can  conscientiously  dis- 
band Civilian  Defense  as  a  war  agency.  When  that  day  arrives,  responsible 
military  and  governmental  leaders  will  officially  demobilize  us.  Until  that  time 
we  will  be  ready  for  duty  when  and  if  war-caused  circumstances  call  for  our 
services. 

A  financial  account  will  appear  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

This  year  your  Committee  is  asking  for  a  nominal  amount  to  cover  any  bills 
that  may  result  prior  to  closing  our  accounts. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation 
to  Dr.  George  Sullivan,  owner  of  the  premises  where  our  report  centre  was 
located,  for  his  generosity  and  enthusiastic  support  throughout  this  emergency. 

In  closing,  your  Committee  is  most  appreciative  of  the  continued  cooperation 
of  those  who  cherish  their  town,  its  traditions,  and  its  future.

GEORGE  GIBNEY  HARADEN 


GEORGE  GIBNEY  HARADEN 


George  Gibney  Haraden  was  born  in  Hamilton,  Massachusetts,  May  24,  1904, 
the  son  of  George  H.  and  Lydia  (Lewis)  Haraden,  and  died  April  16,  1944.  He 
was  educated  in  the  local  schools  and  later  took  up  special  courses  in  accounting 
and  finance  at  the  Bentley  School  for  Accounting  and  Boston  University,  which 
peculiarly  fitted  him  for  his  work  for  the  town. 

In  early  manhood  he  evinced  a  deep  interest  in  public  and  municipal  affairs. 
In  1926  he  was  first  elected  to  public  office,  being  chosen  a  member  of  both 
the  Park  and  Cemetery  Commissions,  which  positions  he  held  until  1932,  when 
he  was  appointed  Town  Clerk  and  Town  Accountant,  and  in  March,  1933,  he 
was  elected  and  appointed  to  each  office,  continuing  to  fill  each  position  down 
to  the  time  of  his  death. 

Between  1928  and  1931  he  served  with  Troop  A,  110th  Cavalry,  Massachu- 
setts National  Guard,  and  from  May,  1942,  was  a  member  of  the  local  unit 
of  the  15th  Company  of  the  24th  Regiment  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Guard, 
serving  as  First  Sergeant. 

He  was  unusually  well-versed  in  the  laws  of  municipal  finance,  acquired  in 
his  constant  service  and  his  frequent  contact  with  many  municipal,  county  and 
state  department  officials  and  his  membership  in  numerous  state  organizations 
formed  to  foster  special  knowledge  of  legislative  laws  relating  to  their  branches 
of  government.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Vice-President  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Town  Clerks'  Association. 

In  addition  to  his  multiple  official  duties  he  found  opportunity  to  un- 
sparingly give  his  time  and  service  whenever  and  however  called  upon  in  the 
interest  of  the  Town  and  his  fellow-townspeople,  and  was  particularly  active 
in  fostering  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross,  giving  many  courses  in  First-Aid  in 
town  and  various  adjoining  localities.  He  had  also  been  an  active  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  State  Police 
Benefit  Association,  and  was  ever  prominent  generally  in  community  activities. 

To  everyone  he  was  familiarly  known  as  "Doc".  Courteous  to  all,  gifted 
with  a  sunny  disposition  and  a  winning  personality,  his  friends  were  legion. 

What  more  fittingly  softens  the  sorrow  of  his  early  taking  than  the  words 
of  James  Whitcomb  Riley: — 

"I  cannot  say  and  will  not  say 
That  he  is  dead — he  is  just  away. 
With  a  cheery  smile  and  a  wave  of  his  hand 
He  has  wandered  into  an  unknown  land 
And  leaves  us  dreaming  how  very  fair 
It  needs  must  be,  since  he  lingers  there." 


CHESTER  A.  FOSTER 


Chester  A.  Foster  was  born  in  Charlestown,  Massachusetts  and  died 
September  20th,  1944. 

In  early  life  he  became  a  resident  of  Hamilton  and  took  an  active  interest 
in  local  and  municipal  affairs.  Between  1917  and  1923  he  served  at  various 
times  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  1930  he  was  elected  Town  Tax  Collector 
and  served  continuously  down  to  1940.  During  his  later  occupancy  of  that 
office  he  was  appointed  Town  Collector.  He  was  well-grounded  in  tax  collection 
law  and  was  complimented  several  times  by  the  State  Commissioner  of  Cor- 
porations for  setting  an  extremely  high  percentage  record  in  the  collection  of 
taxes.  At  all  times  he  was  deeply  interested  in  improving  school  conditions. 
He  was  a  moving  spirit  in  the  erection  of  the  present  high  school.  He  served 
also  several  years  ago  on  the  School  Committee,  to  fill  an  unexpired  term. 


ARTHUR  SOUTHWICK 

Arthur  Southwick  was  born  in  Readville,  Maine,  August  23rd,  1875,  son 
of  Lakeman  and  Mary  (Brewer)  Southwick,  and  died  December  3rd,  1944. 
His  family  settled  here  when  he  was  only  six  years  of  age  and  he  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life  in  Hamilton. 

As  a  young  man  he  became  connected  with  the  Town  Police  Department 
and  served  thereon  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  for  several  years  being 
Chief,  and  really  died  in  harness,  having  resigned  from  active  work  in  the 
Department  but  a  comparatively  short  period  before  his  death. 

During  his  Police  service  he  always  enjoyed  unbounded  popularity  and 
the  human  element  in  him  was  very  outstanding.  His  kindly  nature  and  urbane 
disposition  always  softened  the  disagreeable  duties  he  at  times  had  to  carry 
out.  Many  profited  by  his  wise  counsel  and  their  future  course  was  influenced 
thereby.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hamilton : 

The  Selectmen  feel  that  Hamilton  is  in  excellent  financial  standing,  and 
we  are  in  hopes  that  the  tax  rate  will  remain  approximately  the  same  as  last 
year,  if  this  can  possibly  be  done. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  note  the  passing  of  George  Gibney  Haraden,  for  ' 
many  years  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant.    A  faithful  and  valued  public 
official,  he  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  townspeople  and  the  other  town  offi- 
cials with  whom  he  served. 

The  Town  also  lost  two  other  esteemed  public  servants,  Arthur  Southwick, 
long  a  member  of  the  Police  Department,  and  Chester  A.  Foster,  a  former 
Selectman  and  Tax  Collector. 

The  Town  suffers  a  great  loss  in  the  passing  of  these  outstanding  citizens 
who  gave  many  years  of  public  service  in  the  interest  of  the  Town.  A  more 
extended  account  of  the  services  of  these  men  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  the 
Town  Report. 

Francis  H.  Whipple  ably  assisted  the  Town  during  the  illness  of  the  Town 
Clerk  and  was  later  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

During  the  year,  new  names  have  been  added  to  the  Honor  Roll,  bringing 
up  to  date  the  names  of  those  serving  their  country  in  the  armed  forces. 

The  Selectmen  called  a  Public  hearing  to  discuss  the  service  and  rates 
given  to  the  Town  of  Hamilton,  by  the  Beverly  Gas  and  Electric  Company, 
owing  to  numerous  complaints  received  by  the  Selectmen  from  citizens  of  the 
Town.  An  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Electric  Company,  whereby  a 
slight  decrease  in  rates  was  granted. 

This  year,  the  Selectmen's  office,  and  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  were  com- 
pletely renovated,  there  being  enough  money  left  in  the  Town  Hall  appropria- 
tion to  do  this  badly  needed  work.  During  the  coming  year,  some  repairs 
must  be  made  on  the  Town  Hall  steps. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  various  departments  for  their  fine 
co-operation  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  POST-WAR  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 


December   30,  1944 

The  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Hamilton 
Hamilton,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen : 

The  Post-War  Planning  Committee  submit  the  following  report. 

The  committee  has  met  from  time  to  time  and  requested  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  town,  which  use  labor,  to  submit  a  list  of  projects  that  would  be 
desirable  in  a  post-war  program.  From  this  list,  which  include  highway,  school, 
water  and  moth  departments,  the  committee  feels  that  when  the  war  is  over 
the  various  department  heads  are  ready  to  provide  employment  with  very  little 
delay. 

These  projects  include  the  following: 

(a)  Extension  of  the  water  mains,  for  which  the  sum  of  $60,000.00  has 
already  been  authorized  by  the  town. 

(b)  Installation  of  permanent  sidewalks  throughout  the  settled  area  of 
the  town. 

(c)  The  School  Department  submitted  quite  a  backlog  of  jobs  all  tending 
to  improve  the  physical  equipment  of  the  schools. 

(d)  The  Park  and  Cemetery  Departments  submitted  no  projects  at  this 
time,  but  the  committee  is  under  the  impression  that  there  is  an  opportunity  to 
use  considerable  labor  in  these  departments  if  the  need  arises. 

(e)  The  Post-War  Planning  Committee  suggests  that  the  Town  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  elimination  and  control  of  the  mosquito  by  efficient  survey- 
ing and  drainage  of  swamp  land  in  the  town  as  a  means  of  effective  control  of 
malaria  after  the  war,  while  increasing  the  value  of  adjacent  land  and  making 
our  town  a  better  one  in  which  to  live. 

(f)  Also  that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  a  project  to  place  all 
electric  power  lines  underground  as  a  means  of  providing  employment  of  labor 
as  well  as  being  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  townspeople. 

The  Committee  does  not  make  any  specific  recommendation  as  to  starting 
time  or  greater  need  on  any  of  these  projects  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  cost  and 
actual  need  for  any  post-war  employment  relief.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE 
FINANCE  AND  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hamilton: 

Your  Finance  and  Advisory  Committee  makes  its  fourth  report  during-  the 
present  war.  We  have  given  careful  consideration  to  each  budget  as  sub- 
mitted to  us  by  the  respective  departments.  We  believe  we  have  arrived  at 
fair  and  justifiable  recommendations  consistent  with  the  need  and  prevailing 
conditions  as  represented  to  us  by  the  elected  officers  during  our  several  dis- 
cussions. 

With  our  nation  still  at  war,  we  had  hoped  that  the  total  budget  would 
be  near  the  same  level  as  1944  in  order  that  our  Revenue  Surplus  (Commonly 
referred  to  as  the  excess  and  deficiency  account)  would  be  used  very  sparingly. 
The  maintenance  of  a  sizable  backlog  in  this  account  might  well  prevent  the 
necessity  for  a  large  tax  rate  increase  in  the  period  of  readjustment  after  the 
war. 

However,  when  we  totaled  the  budgets  as  originally  submitted,  we  found 
the  amount  so  large  that  a  substantial  tax  rate  increase  would  occur  unless 
many  of  the  departments  would  be  willing  to  make  substantial  deductions. 
We  found  them  most  cooperative  and  the  net  result  leaves,  with  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, the  appropriations  at  approximately  the  same  level  as  1944.  The 
exceptions  are  principally  because  of  the  continued  extraordinary  conditions 
brought  about  by  the  war.  This  effect  is  felt  especially  in  the  School  De- 
partment where  costs  of  Text  books  and  supplies  have  continued  to  increase. 
Salaries  of  Teachers  also  have  been  increased  in  accordance  with  the  accepted 
schedule  in  effect  with  that  department.  In  the  School  Specials  will  be  found 
some  increases,  certain  of  which  are  maintainance  and  repair  items  which 
should  not  be  postponed.  There  is  also  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  snow  re- 
moval as  compared  to  our  recommended  appropriation  at  Town  Meeting  last 
year 

We  have  approved  a  basic  salary  increase  for  one  department  head,  the 
Superintendent  of  Highways.  We  feel  that  the  sincere  efforts  on  the  part  of 
this  official  to  keep  our  streets  in  good  condition  at  a  minimum  of  cost  in  spite 
of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  materials  warrants  this  adjustment. 

We  have  carefully  reviewed  the  item  of  the  temporary  increase  in  salaries 
as  recommended  in  1944  and  have  approved  the  continuance  of  this  plan  for 
the  ensuing  year  on  the  same  basis  as  adopted  in  Town  Meeting  of  March  6, 
1944.  The  cost  this  year  will  be  for  a  full  twelve  months  period,  whereas  last 
year  it  did  not  become  effective  until  Town  Meeting. 

In  view  of  the  above  and  because  of  the  sincere  desire  to  retain,  if  possi- 
ble, our  present  tax  rate,  we  are  recommending  the  use  of  available  funds  to 
apply  to  Articles  Nos.  8-9-10-12  and  14,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Corporations  and  Taxation. 

We  also  approve  of  Articles  5-6-7-11  and  13,  which  involve  specific  appro- 
priations. 
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We  believe  that  if  our  recommendations  are  adhered  to  and  the  cost  of 
snow  removal  does  not  prove  to  be  greatly  in  excess  of  our  recommended  ap- 
propriation, the  tax  payers  of  Hamilton  may  for  another  year  enjoy  the  pres- 
ent favorable  tax  rate.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
(and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Hamilton  for  the  period  from 
January  1  to  March  23,  1944,  and  of  the  town  clerk  for  the  period  from  January  1 
to  April  19,  1944,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon : 

The  treasurer's  cash  book  was  footed,  the  receipts  were  analyzed,  and  the 
payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  disbursements 
of  town  funds. 

The  cash  balance  on  March  23,  1944,  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements 
furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  for  non-payment  of  taxes  were  listed  and 
proved. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  the  several  trust 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked,  there  being 
no  transactions  reported  during  the  period  covered  by  the  audit. 
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Subsequent  to  the  audit,  the  treasurer's  cash  as  of  March  23,  1944,  together 
with  his  books  and  records,  were  transferred  to  the  newly  elected  town  treasurer. 

The  town  clerk's  accounts  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book  and  the  payments  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  being 
verified  with  the  receipts  on  file.  The  cash  in  the  ofiice  on  April  19,  1944,  was 
verified  by  actual  count. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  table  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
cash,  together  with  summaries  of  the  town  clerk's  dog  and  sporting  license 
accounts. 

For  the  cooperation  received  during  the  progress  of  the  audits  I  wish,  on 
behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
town  of  Hamilton  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1944,  and  submit  the 
following  report  thereon : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments  receiving 
or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant's  office  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  treasurers' 
books,  while  the  recorded  payments  were  compared  with  the  warrants  issued 
by  the  selectmen. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  recorded  appropriations  and  transfers  being 
checked  with  the  town  clerk's  record  of  town  meeting  votes.  A  trial  balance, 
proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance,  was  drawn  off,  and  a  balance  sheet, 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1944,  was  prepared 
and  is  herewith  appended. 

The  town  treasurer's  books  and  accounts  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  of  the  various 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  as  well  as  with  other  sources  from 
which  the  town  received  money.  The  payments,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with 
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the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  town  money  and  with 
the  town  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  throughout  for  the  period  of  the  audit,  and  the 
cash  balance  at  the  close  of  business  on  January  8,  1945,  was  verified  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with 
statements  received  from  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investments  of  the  several  trust 
funds  in  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  and 
transfers  to  the  town  being  verified. 

The  debt  and  interest  payments  by  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  by  checking  the  cancelled  securities  and  the 
coupons  on  file. 

The  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  listed,  all  additions  thereto  and  re- 
demptions being  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  commitment  lists  of  poll,  property,  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes 
for  the  year  1944  were  analyzed  and  the  totals  were  proved  with  the  assessors' 
warrants  authorizing  their  collection.  The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the 
previous  examination  were  also  audited.  The  cash  postings  to  the  commitment 
books  were  checked  with  the  cash  book  record  of  collections,  the  recorded  abate- 
ments were  compared  with  the  assessors'  record  of  abatements  granted,  and  the 
transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved. 

The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treas- 
urer's books,  and  the  outstanding  taxes  were  drawn  off  and  proved  to  the 
accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  commitments  of  water  and  cemetery  accounts  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  abatements  were  verified,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit,  verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  num- 
ber of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined.  The  records  of 
dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  to 
the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was 
proved. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish  them  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  and  accounts  mentioned  the  records  of  all 
other  departments  wherein  money  was  collected  for  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  tables 
showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurers'  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  tax  title, 
water,  and  departmental  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  transactions 
and  condition  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  town  officials  during  the  progress  of  the 
audit,  I  wish  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

To  the  Taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Hamilton: 

The  1945  tax  rate  on  Motor  Vehicles  is  $35.60  per  thousand.  This  is  a 
small  decrease  over  the  year  1944. 

When  a  person  sells  or  transfers  a  Motor  Vehicle  a  return  of  proof  of 
sale  must  be  made  to  the  Assessors  before  any  abatement  can  be  made.  If 
car  is  sold  to  a  dealer  forms  may  be  obtained  from  dealer. 

Applications  for  abatement  for  any  kind  of  tax  will  not  be  accepted  by 
the  Board  unless  filed  within  the  time  provided  by  law  and  on  a  form  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation. 

At  this  time  of  writing  it  appears  to  the  Board  that  this  year  will  see  a 
marked  reduction  in  the  valuation  of  this  town.  Due  to  removal  of  several 
large  buildings  and  lack  of  new  ones.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hamilton: 

As  the  Librarian's  report  indicates,  book  and  periodical  circulation  of  our 
library  during  the  past  year  has  shown  a  slight  overall  increase  despite  un- 
toward war  time  conditions.  This  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  your  trustees 
who  have  attempted  to  provide  adequately  for  Hamilton  readers  of  every 
literary  taste.  This  means  being  mindful  of  such  divergent  groups  as  the 
"escape"  fiction  readers  and  the  realistic  non-fiction  lovers,  the  detective  fans 
and  the  biography  addicts,  the  readers  of  current  and  the  classic,  the  in- 
formative and  the  juvenile.  We  are  anxious  to  have  the  citizens  judge  how 
well  our  work  of  selection  has  been  done  within  budget  limitations,  and  we 
welcome  comment. 

Our  principal  problem  continues  to  be  one  of  space  limitation,  particularly 
at  the  South  Hamilton  branch.  We  are  attempting  to  temporarily  alleviate 
the  obvious  congestion  there  by  asking  for  additional  shelves  and  by  annually 
disposing  of  less  valuable  volumes  to  military  and  patriotic  organizations. 
However  this  is  an  expedient,  not  an  answer  to  the  town's  library  housing 
problem,  and  the  trustees  respectfully  suggest  that  the  citizenry  give  this  se- 
rious consideration  for  the  future. 

During  the  year  volumes  given  in  memory  of  two  of  the  town's  heroes, 
Lt.  George  von  L.  Meyer  III  and  Pvt.  Sidney  Meyer,  were  received.  This  type 
of  tribute  is  becoming  increasingly  widespread  in  the  nation  and  is  to  be  com- 
mended for  its  good  taste. 

The  trustees  would  like  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  the  fact 
that  December  of  1944  marked  the  25th  anniversary  in  point  of  service  of  its 
two  librarians,  Mrs.  Lydia  L.  Haraden  and  Mrs.  Alvin  L.  Perley.  We  are 
sure  that  the  town  as  a  whole  joins  with  us  in  felicitating  both  of  these 
splendid  public  servants  on  this  occasion.  Their  diligence  and  loyalty  merit 
our  sincere  thanks.

REPORT  of  tLe  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hamilton: 

The  main  point  of  interest  concerning  the  schools  of  Hamilton  in  1944  was 
the  change  in  administration.  This  change  came  about  as  the  result  of  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Raymond  Wass,  who  had  been  superintendent  since  1941. 
The  school  committee  appointed  Mr.  Elwin  F.  Towne  to  the  position  in  July  1945, 
after  a  careful  examination  of  several  applicants.  Mr.  Towns  holds  both  the 
bachelor  of  arts  and  master  of  education  degrees  from  Bates  College  and  has 
had  seventeen  years  of  experience  in  the  field  of  education.  He  has  done  excellent 
work  since  his  appointment,  and  at  the  present  time  the  schools  are  being 
administered  to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the  school  committee. 

During  1945  there  were  some  teacher  replacements  necessary,  due  to  the 
resignation  of  teachers  who  were  appointed  to  positions  in  other  school  systems. 
Because  of  the  present  teacher  shortage,  it  has  been  no  easy  task  to  find  capable 
and  experienced  teachers,  but  your  committee  can  report  a  very  conscientious 
and  efficient  group  of  teachers,  working  hard  to  educate  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Hamilton.  The  resignations  and  replacements  are  as  follows:

The  committee  was  faced  with  a  major  repair  in  1944  when  the  sewerage 
disposal  at  the  high  school  became  plugged,  thereby  causing  considerable  incon- 
venience. The  trouble  was  finally  traced  to  a  stoppage  in  the  septic  tanks. 
Before  this  repair  was  accomplished,  considerable  excavation  was  necessary,  the 
tanks  were  then  cleaned  out,  and  the  needed  repairs  made.  To  permanently 
eliminate  this  difficulty,  the  addition  of  two  man-holes  has  been  made,  which 
will  take  care  of  further  pumping  without  the  big  expense  of  excavation.  This 
repair  resulted  in  an  overdraft  of  $410.35  in  our  budget  for  1944. 

In  September  1944  Mr.  Bryce  Walton  and  Mr.  Harlton  Burr  resigned  from 
the  school  committee.  The  board  of  selectmen  and  the  remaining  members  of  the 
school  committee,  at  a  joint  meeting,  appointed  Mr.  Ernest  Stockwell  and  Mr. 
Kerwin  Harding  to  fill  the  vacancies  until  the  town  election  in  March  1945. 

All  matters  relating  to  the  curriculum,  budget,  and  building  maintenance 
for  1944  have  been  adequately  covered  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  school  com- 
mittee in  the  superintendent's  report. 

Due  to  the  increase  in  cost  of  supplies,  repairs,  and  wages,  the  general 
budget  for  1945  will  show  a  substantial  increase.  The  increase  in  the  amount 
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asked  for  teachers'  salaries,  supplies,  fuel,  and  equipment  is  due  to  existing 
conditions  that  are  apparent  to  us  all.  The  committee  has  carefully  studied  the 
budget  for  1945,  and  is  convinced  that  if  the  present  standards  in  the  schools 
are  to  be  maintained,  the  amounts  asked  for  are  necessary.  In  the  special  appro- 
priations asked  for,  one  large  repair  item  should  receive  immediate  attention. 
The  Jonathan  Lamson  School  roof  is  in  very  poor  condition  and  should  be 
repaired.  At  present,  the  roof  leaks  badly  causing  damage  to  the  ceilings  and 
interiors  of  the  second  floor  classrooms.  This  building  is  old  and  repairs  of  this 
nature  must  be  expected.  There  are  also  considerable  major  repairs  waiting  to 
be  done  at  the  high  school.  At  the  time  this  report  is  being  written,  the  school 
committee  is  considering  the  advisability  of  making  these  repairs  this  year,  and 
perhaps  will  ask  to  have  the  necessary  funds  appropriated  at  the  town  meeting. 
It  would  be  false  economy  to  allow  our  school  buildings  to  deteriorate  because  of 
lack  of  repairs.  It  is  hoped  the  townspeople  will  support  whatever  action  the 
school  committee  decides  to  take  in  making  these  repairs. 

Your  committee  extends  its  sincere  thanks  to  the  various  town  departments, 
teachers,  and  citizens  for  the  splendid  cooperation  received  throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Hamilton, 
Ham  ilton,  Massachusetts 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  present  my  first  report  as  your  superinten- 
dent of  schools.  At  this  time,  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  committee  for  its 
generous  cooperation  and  sincere  interest  in  the  Hamilton  schools.  I  can  assure 
the  town  of  Hamilton  that  no  better  school  board  exists  anywhere  in  the  state. 
It  has  put  in  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  to  make  our  schools  efficient,  progres- 
sive, and  economical. 

During  the  short  time  I  have  worked  in  Hamilton,  I  have  found  parents 
and  citizens  very  patient  with  new  regulations  and  very  cooperative  in  every 
way.  The  boys  and  girls  of  our  town  are  an  unusually  fine  group  and  deserve  the 
best  possible  educational  opportunities.  We  are  trying  to  maintain  and,  if 
possible,  raise  the  standard  of  work  in  the  high  school.  Detention  is  being  used 
to  assist  pupils  to  make  up  work  lost  through  absences  and  tardinesses,  as  well 
as  to  assure  maximum  effort  on  the  part  of  each  individual  pupil.  Teachers  are 
requested  to  be  in  the  building  when  buses  arrive  in  the  morning  and  to  remain 
until  the  buses  leave  in  the  afternoon.  This  is  done  to  give  pupils  every  possible 
opportunity  for  individual  help. 

We  have  adopted  the  hour  period,  rotating  schedule,  and  midday  study 
period  in  order  to  get  a  maximum  amount  of  work  done  in  school.  We  feel  that 
all  boys  and  girls  should  remain  regularly  in  school.  The  high  school  diploma 
will  be  a  necessity  in  the  near  future.  We  intend  to  demand  a  quality  of  work 
in  the  college  preparatory  subjects  that  will  insure  success  in  college  work.  We 
hope  our  general  and  vocational  courses  will  give  each  pupil  the  best  possible 
preparation  for  a  successful  career  and  good  citizenship.  Boston  University  will 
give  each  successive  junior  class  a  battery  of  tests  which  will  be  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  school  and  parent  for  educational,  vocational,  and  occupational 
guidance.  All  pupils  in  the  first  six  grades  will  be  given  Gates  Reading  Tests  to 
maintain  our  standards,  assure  correct  divisions,  and  to  determine  where  and 
to  what  extent  remedial  work  is  necessary.  Plans  are  in  progress  for  a  remedial 
teacher  to  advance  retarded  pupils  to  grade  level.  This  teacher  will  also  be  an 
assistant  to  the  first  grade  teacher. 

Good  schools  are  possible  only  when  we  retain  and  hire  good  teachers ; 
hence  we  are  asking  for  more  money  for  salaries  to  retain  our  present  good 
teachers  and  to  be  able  to  adopt  a  salary  schedule  which  will  attract  experi- 
enced, well  qualified,  and  successful  teachers  for  replacement.  Your  favorable 
consideration  of  the  increased  budget  and  endorsement  of  same  will  give  both 
moral  and  financial  support  to  the  teachers  as  well  as  the  entire  school  system. 

Partly  because  of  faulty  original  construction  of  the  high  school  building, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  spend  more  money  than  usual  on  maintenance  and  up- 
keep. The  terrace  on  the  Union  Street  side  of  the  building  needs  water  proofing. 
Work  of  this  type  should  be  done  immediately  just  as  it  should  be  done  on  our 
homes  to  retain  the  original  structure.  The  cost  of  continuing  to  patch  the  floor 
of  the  auditorium  would  very  soon,  if  it  has  not  already,  exceed  the  cost  of  a 
permanent  replacement  to  say  nothing  of  the  hazards  involved  with  its  present 
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condition.  In  every  case  where  we  are  asking  for  more  money,  we  feel  that  it  will 
be  very  widely  expended  and  will  pay  dividends  in  terms  of  a  long  range  policy. 

Physical  education  has  taken  the  form  of  a  physical  fitness  program  as 
recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  This  is  designed  to  meet 
pre-induction  requirements  for  those  entering  the  armed  forces.  We  feel  that  our 
instruction  in  this  field  is  meeting  these  requirements  successfully. 

By  offering  more  athletics  in  the  lower  grades  to  those  who  are  willing  to 
maintain  scholastic  standards,  we  can  hope  for  a  much  better  representation  in 
the  field  of  sports  in  the  near  future.  Grades  seven  and  eight  have  individual 
basketball  teams  with  the  necessary  equipment  and  have  played  several  games 
with  other  schools.  In  addition  to  the  varsity  and  second  team,  a  reserve  squad 
is  practicing  and  will  play  a  short  schedule.  The  prospects  are  bright  for  a  good 
baseball  team. 

Additional  opportunities  in  music  have  resulted  in  a  very  fine  girls'  glee  club 
and  a  nine-piece  orchestra,  as  well  as  uncovering  much  individual  talent.  This 
music  program  has  added  a  great  deal  to  a  series  of  very  fine  assemblies. 

In  building  for  a  strong  country  in  the  future  the  education  of  youth  should 
have  first  consideration.  Our  young  men  are  well  clad,  cleanly  housed,  well  fed, 
and  intensively  trained  and  educated  to  meet  the  desperate  demands  of  war. 
Are  we  going  to  forget  youth  as  soon  as  we  no  longer  need  them  to  fight?  War 
has  reminded  us  of  many  virtues  and  ideals,  one  of  them  is  the  duty  we  owe  to 
our  youth  in  the  provision  of  their  education,  not  education  merely  in  terms  of 
books,  credits,  diplomas  and  degrees  but  education  in  terms  of  preparation  for 
living  and  earning  in  security,  dignity  and  peace.
